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Enron Scandal Snares Skilling 


Ex- CEO pleads innocent to fraud, insider trading charges 


HOUSTON I Former Enron Corp. chief execu- 
tive Jeffrey Skilling, taken to court in hand- 
cuffs Thursday, pleaded innocent to nearly 
three dozen counts of fraud, insider trad- 
ing and other crimes in the highest-reach- 
ing indictment yet stemming from Enron’s 
colossal collapse. 

Skilling, the top-ranking executive arrest- 
ed so far in the scandal that shook Wall Street 
and Washington, was accused of aiding wide- 


spread schemes to mislead federal regulators 
and investors about Enron’s earnings. 

Prosecutors said Skilling, 50, faces up 
to 325 years in prison and more than $80 
million in fines if convicted on all counts. 
Skilling was released on $5 million bond; 
another court appearance to address trial 
scheduling is set for March 11. 

The indictment names Skilling in 35 
counts — 10 of them accuse him of insid- 


er trading that generated 
$62.6 million from stock 
sold from April 2000 
through September 2001, 
about a month after he quit 
Enron.

he thought Enron was financially healthy

San Francisco 
On Offensive 
Over Marriage 

SAN FRANCISCO I The city of San Francisco, 
which has sanctioned more than 2,800 gay 
marriages in the last week, sued the state of 
California on Thursday, challenging its pro- 
hibitions on same-sex marriages on consti- 
tutional grounds. 

Two judges are considering challenges from 
conservative groups seeking to halt the mar- 
riage spree that began Feb. 12. The city’s law- 
suit asks that those cases be consolidated into 
one Superior Court case for a decision. 

Mayor Gavin Newsom has said that he was 
obliged to issue marriage licenses to same- 
sex couples to avoid violating the equal pro- 
tection clause of the California Constitution, 
a position opponents have attacked as irrel- 
evant to whether his actions violate the state’s 
marriage laws. 

“I think what we have done is affirm mar- 
riage here in San Francisco,” Newsom said. 

Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger said San 
Francisco’s same-sex marriage licenses “fail 
to meet legal standards.” He said Attorney 
General Bill Lockyer “will vigorously defend” 
against the city’s lawsuit, lisaleff(ap)

Treasury Department Blocks

Gay Weddings Spark Cheers, Concern 


Across the country, 
reactions vary to San 
Francisco ceremonies 

San Francisco’s defiant choice to 
perform same-sex marriages by the 
hundreds is reverberating nation- 
wide as gay-rights groups celebrate, 
their adversaries hope for a back- 
lash and politicians wrestle with 
how to respond. 

Some city mayors spoke favor- 
ably of the weddings, but many pol- 
iticians are unsettled by the spec- 
tacle of more than 2,800 gay and 
lesbian couples wed over the past 
week at San Francisco’s City Hall. 


Some conservative groups felt both 
Bush and California’s Republican 
governor, Arnold Schwarzenegger, 
were being too timid. 

“A real terminator would end 
the anarchy by enforcing the law he 
swore an oath to uphold,” said Jan 
LaRue, chief counsel for Concerned 
Women for America, in reference 
to Schwarzenegger — who asked 
city officials to stop the marriages. 
There were no immediate reports 
of other elected officials emulating 
Newsom by authorizing same-sex 
marriages, but a handful of mayors 
made supportive comments. 

Chicago Mayor Richard Daley 
said he would have “no problem” 


with Cook County issuing same-sex 
marriage licenses. Regarding gay 
couples, Daley said, “They love each 
other just as much as anyone else.” 

In Plattsburgh, N.Y., openly 
gay mayor Daniel Stewart said 
he supports same-sex marriage 
even though many of his fellow 
Republicans differ. 

In New York City, a spokesman 
for Mayor Michael Bloomberg said 
that, though a supporter of gay- 
rights, the mayor had no intention 
of following Newsom’s path. 

“The mayor does not believe in 
subverting the law to make a polit- 
ical point,” spokesman Ed Skyler

Court to Hear Roe v. Wade Challenge 


DALLAS I A federal appeals court 
has agreed to hear a request from 
the woman formerly known as 
“Jane Roe” to reconsider the 1973 
U.S. Supreme Court decision Roe v. 
Wade that legalized abortion. 

Norma McCorvey, who joined 
with anti- abortion activists nearly 
10 years ago, is seeking to have the 
decision overturned, citing what she 
says is more than 30 years of evi- 
dence that abortions are psycho- 
logically harmful to women. 

A federal district judge threw out 
her initial request in June, saying it 
was not made within a reasonable 
time. But the New Orleans-based 


5th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
has agreed to hear McCorvey’s argu- 
ments March 2. 

Dallas County District Attorney 
Bill Hill, whose predecessor, Henry 
Wade, was named in the original 
lawsuit, has not filed a response to 
McCorvey’s appeal. That may put 
the appeals court in the unusual 
position of hearing arguments from 
only one side. 

More than 20 Texas law school 
professors concerned about an 
unbalanced hearing filed a brief 
Wednesday asking to be allowed 
to argue the other side of the 
case. (AP) 


WASHINGTON | Democratic front- 
runner John Kerry earned the 
endorsement of the AFL-CIO 
Thursday, with the head of orga- 
nized labor saying “the time has 
come to unite behind one man, 
one leader, one candidate.” 

Amid chants of “Kerry! Kerry!,” 
the Massachusetts senator wel- 
comed the support of a formidable 
ally as he tries to blunt rival John 
Edwards’s challenges to his posi- 
tion on trade. 

AFL-CIO Pres- 
ident John Sweeney 
called Kerry a friend 
of the working man 
as he urged labor to 
stand with one can- 
didate. The AFL- Kerry 
CIO, comprised of 
64 unions representing more than 
13 million U.S. workers, is planning 
an unprecedented effort to mobilize 
their members to vote for Kerry. 

The AFL-CIO endorsement 
comes as Edwards begins a tour of 
states that have lost manufacturing 
jobs. He continued his criticism of 
Kerry for voting for the 1993 North 
AmericanFreeTradeAgreementthat 
many workers blame for job losses. 

But Kerry said he and Edwards 
have the same policy on trade. Both 
voted for normalized trade relations 
with China and both want to see 
labor and environmental standards 
addressed in trade pacts, he said.

State Finances Improving 


Governments come 
billions closer to 
balancing their books 

While parts of the country remain 
financially vulnerable, a new report 
says states are seeing an overall turn 
for the better, with troubling short- 
falls shrinking to a tenth of the size 
of last year’s budget gaps. 

In total, the states finished the 
second quarter of the 2003-04 
fiscal year $2.5 billion in the red, 
compared to $25.7 billion a year 
ago, the National Conference of 
State Legislatures said in a report 


released Thursday. Other signs of 
improvement included 30 states 
projecting budget surpluses this 
year, and revenues on target or 
better in nearly three of four. 

Still, while the short-term news 
may be encouraging, experts and 
analysts warned that there are wor- 
rying signs for the years to come. 

One-time money-raising ave- 
nues and federal help for most states 
were exhausted fighting through the 
economic downturn, and neglected 
problems now must be addressed — 
from replacing school buses to rais- 
ing state workers’ pay. Meanwhile, 
health care costs keep rising, said 


Gorina Eckl, senior fiscal analyst 
at NCSL. 

The NCSL, representing state 
lawmakers across the country, con- 
ducted a midyear survey of financ- 
es in 46 states; for most, the fiscal 
year begins in July. 

Much of the improvement this 
year can be attributed to hard choic- 
es made in the past two or three 
years, whether cuts, borrowing or 
tax increases. States overall raised 
a $20 billion in higher taxes over 
the past two years and the feder- 
al government’s $20 billion bail- 
out last year won’t be repeated.

Do-Not-Call List Effective, Poll Finds 


WASHINGTON | The government’s 
do -not- call registry is a resounding 
success, according to an Associated 
Press poll that found three-quarters 
of the people who signed up report- 
ed fewer telemarketing calls. 

More than 57 million phone 
numbers have been placed on the 
do -not- call list since it was estab- 


lished in October, according to the 
Federal Trade Commission. 

Among those surveyed who had 
signed up for the do -not- call list, 
74 percent said telemarketing calls 
have decreased, with many saying 
the drop is significant.

L.A. E-Mails 
Warnings 
On STDs 

ATLANTA | Fighting fire with fire, 
public health officials are using e- 
mail to try to stop the spread of sex- 
ually transmitted diseases among 
people who meet through Internet 
chat rooms and Web sites. 

In a pilot program in Los Angeles 
County, health officials use e-mail 
and the Internet to notify the sex 
partners of people who had been 
diagnosed with STDS. 

San Francisco’s Health 
Department is believed to be the 
only other agency to use e-mail in 
this way, said Dr. Pragna Patel of 
the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention, which released a case 
study Thursday on the Los Angeles 
County project. 

Tracking STD cases among peo- 
ple who have met in chat rooms is 
difficult because people often take 
part anonymously. Health officials 
often do not have names, addresses 
or other information to work with. 

In Los Angeles, the need to curb 
STDs is crucial: The county recent- 
ly reported its first increase in new 
AIDS cases in a decade. 

The number of cases rose a 
half-percent from 1,555 to 1,562 
between 2001 and 2002, accord- 
ing to preliminary figures from 
the county Department of Health 
Services, (ap)

U.N. agrees Iraqi 
eleetions not feasible 
before power transfer 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I U.S. administrator 
L. Paul Bremer insisted Thursday 
that the United States will hand 
power to Iraqis by June 30 and won 
support from the United Nations 
for moving ahead without imme- 
diate elections. 

U.N. Secretary- General Kofi 
Annan backed Washington’s claims 
that a direct vote before the June 30 
deadline is impossible. But he did not 
offer alternatives to help resolve the 
debate on howto transfer sovereignty 
among Americans, Iraq’s Governing 
Council and powerful Shiite Muslim 
clerics, who derailed U.S. plans by 
demanding a direct vote. 

Iraqi leaders have largely turned 
against the original American plan 
to use regional caucuses as the basis 
for the new government. The Bush 
administration hopes Annan will 
now endorse an alternative that 
would expand the Governing 
Council and hand it power to rule 
until elections, a U.S. official said 

Expanding the council could 
make it more broadly representa- 
tive, but Shiites have said any expan- 
sion must respect the current align- 
ment of power. Shiites now hold 13 
of the 25 council seats, (ap)

“A country with the vast oil 
and gas resources of Iran has no

Israeli leader vows to 
eoordinate unilateral 
moves with the U.S. 

JERUSALEMI Israel will coordi- 
nate its unilateral steps in the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip with 
the United States, Prime Minister 
Ariel Sharon said Thursday, after 
briefing senior U.S. envoys on his 
“disengagement plan.” 

Sharon has said he would remove 
up to 17 of 21 settlements in Gaza 
and several more in the West Bank if 
there is no progress in implementing 
the U.S.-backed “road map” peace 
plan, which envisions a Palestinian 
state by 2005. 

Palestinian officials have said 
they welcome any dismantling of 


settlements, but suspect Israel is 
avoiding negotiations to try to keep 
large parts of the West Bank.

Fare Hike Plan 
Ready for Public 


WASHINGTON I The Metro Board 
moved Thursday toward a series 
of fare hikes and parking increas- 
es that one board member described 
as a “smorgasbord of pain.”

Knew of CEO’s Sale 


Women talked about 
ImClone stock sell-off 
on vacation in Mexico 

N EW YORK I Three days after dump- 
ing her ImClone Systems stock, 
Martha Stewart told a longtime 
friend that she knew ImClone’s CEO 
had tried to sell his own shares, the 
friend testified Thursday. 

The testimony by Mariana 
Pasternak was perhaps the most 
damaging yet to Stewart, who told 
investigators she had no memory 
of being tipped about CEO Sam 
Waksal’s shares selloff. 

During their conversation in 
Mexico, Pasternak said Stewart 
recalled Waksal “was selling or 
trying to sell his stock.” She said 
Stewart added: “Isn’t it nice to

Stewart and broker Peter Bac- 
anovic are accused of lying to inves- 
tigators about why Stewart dumped 
her 3,928 shares of ImClone — just 
before the stock

Clone cancer drug. 

Waksal, a friend 
of both Stewart 
and Pasternak, 
is serving a seven-year pris- 
on sentence for insider trading. 
He and his family frantically 
sold, or tried to sell, their shares 
ahead of the drug announcement. 

Stewart and Bacanovic claim 
they had a deal to dump Stewart’s 
shares if the stock fell below $60. 
Prosecutors say that was a cover

A kicker, a coach and 
a football program 
plagued by scandal 

COLLEGE FOOTBALL I Nobel laureate 
Carl Wieman opened the newspaper 
and thought, “Not again.” 

The University of Colorado’s ath- 
letes were back in the news — and 
not just on the sports page. 

For three weeks, professors, stu- 
dents and residents have been hit 
with a barrage of accusations against 
Colorado’s football program, includ- 
ing rapes and alcohol-fueled sex par- 
ties for recruits. 

Wieman, a physics professor, 
said the furor over the football 
team has taken the focus away 
from more pressing issues, such 
as the state’s vulnerable higher 
education budget. 

“Out of that program, we regu- 
larly have issues that embarrass the 
university,” Wieman said. 

While proud of its academics, 
the school has caused embarrass- 
ment for Boulder over the years. In 
2000, raucous off-campus parties 
turned into student riots. Princeton 
Review recently declared Colorado 
the No. 1 party school, based on its 
students’ lack of studying and affin- 
ity for marijuana and alcohol. 

And its football team has a long 
history of scandal: In 1962, ques- 
tions over whether recruits were 
paid to attend cost a coach his job. 
A Sports Illustrated cover story in 
the 1980s documented how players 
were accused of everything from 
drunken driving to serial rape. 

The latest scandal appears to be 
the worst yet, and its roots date at

least to 1997, when a 17-year-old high 
school student accused a football 
player of rape after a recruiting party. 

No charges were filed, but three 
women have since sued the school, 
saying it fostered an environment 
that led to their rapes by football 
players or recruits at or just after 
an off-campus party in 2001. 

Boulder County prosecutor Mary 
Keenan decided against assault 
charges, but said she believes the 
athletics program entices recruits 
with sex and alcohol. 

On Tuesday, former kicker Katie 
Hnida dropped a bombshell, alleg- 
ing she was raped by a teammate at 
Colorado four years ago. While uni- 
versity officials urged Hnida, 22, to 
tell her story to police, coach Gary 
Barnett said he knew of no one who 
could back up her claim. 

Asked why she left Colorado after 
the 1999 season, he said: “Katie was 
not only a girl, she was terrible. ... 
There’s no other way to say it.” 

University President Elizabeth 
Hoffman, dismayed by the coach’s 
remarks, placed him on paid leave 
Wednesday while allegations against 
the program are investigated. 

Barnett said he disagreed with 
Hoffman’s decision but accepted it, 
calling himself “a team player.” He 
apologized for his comments about 
Hnida, but said they had been taken 
out of context. 

And the allegations have not 
stopped. Police said Thursday they 
are investigating whether a woman 
was raped by a Colorado football 
player after leaving a bar in 2002 
— the seventh allegation of its kind 
to surface since 1997- 

Meanwhile, a half- dozen former 
University of Colorado players 
defended their suspended coach, 1 
crediting him with instilling dis- ■ 

cipline and morality. 

“We believe coach Barnett is a ^ 
man of high moral integrity,” for- 
mer quarterback Charles Johnson 
said. “We believe he is doing the 
right things. A balanced story is 
not being told.” (ap)

Woods returns to a favorite, but unlueky, eourse 


GOLF I The Riviera Country Club 
in Pacific Palisades, Calif., is one 
of Tiger Woods’s favorite stops on 
the PGA Tour. But it’s hard to tell 
by looking at his record. 

Woods has won all four majors, 
the Players Championship and 
Tour Championship, all the World 
Golf Championships, and tourna- 
ments run by Arnold Palmer, Jack 
Nicklaus and Byron Nelson. 

The Nissan Open’s might be the 
most important trophy he hasn’t 
held. It’s played about 40 miles from 
where he grew up and was the first 
PGA Tour event he watched. And it’s 
the only place Woods has played at 
least five times without winning. 

“It’s one of my favorites by far,” 
Woods said. “I’ve had my chances 
there to win, and I just haven’t been 
able to do it. Who knows? This could 
be the week.” 

Woods gets another crack at 
Riviera this week against a field 
that includes defending cham- 
pion Mike Weir, Vijay Singh and 
John Daly, fresh off his first PGA 
Tour victory in nine years. 

While Woods grew up in 
Cypress, he didn’t exactly hop over 
to Riviera on the weekends. The club 
is private and exclusive, and Woods 
can recall playing there only about 
a dozen times as a teenager. 

He said he was 11 or 12 when he 
played there the first time, but he 
doesn’t remember his score. 

Woods made his PGA Tour debut 
at Riviera in 1992 at age 16 when the 
Nissan Open gave him a sponsor’s 


exemption. He had rounds of 72-75 
and missed the cut by six shots. 

Like Woods, some of golf’s other 
great players have one trophy miss- 
ing from their mantles. 

Palmer never won the PGA 
Championship in 37 tries. Tom 
Watson was O-for-31 in the PGA, 
while Sam Snead played the U.S. 
Open 31 times without winning. 

Those, however, are majors, the 
most difficult to win. 

Among regular PGA Tour events. 
Woods hopes he’s not heading down 
the same path as Nicklaus in the 
Canadian Open. Nicklaus played 
it 25 times without winning. 

Woods had one stretch four years 
ago when he won or finished sec- 
ond in 10 out of 11 tournaments. The 
exception, of course, was Riviera. He 
tied for 18th. doug ferguson (ap)

Stanford, St. Joseph s 
work to maintain 
their winning ways 

COLLEGE BASKETBALL I Stanford and 
Saint Joseph’s have little in common, 
but there is this: They are the only 
unbeaten schools left in Division 1. 

It’s been 25 years since two men’s 
basketball teams entered the post- 
season without a loss, and the No. 
1 Cardinal and No. 2 Hawks could 
be headed that way. 

Now the real pressure sets in. 

“We’re going to be really zeroed 
in on how we’re approaching the 
game and how we play the game. We 
have to anticipate the atmosphere 
will be over the top, but we’ve dealt 
with that,” Saint Joseph’s coach Phil 
Martelli said. 

The schools from opposite coasts 
take different approaches as they try 
to quiet skeptics and make history. 

Stanford (21-0) boasts a balanced 
offense featuring five double-figure 
scorers. It is led by a physical front- 


line that out-rebounds opponents 
by almost eight a game and makes 
74 percent of its free throws. 

Saint Joseph’s (23-0) gets near- 
ly half of its points from its stellar 
backcourt led by Jameer Nelson, 
who averages 20.2 points. The 
Hawks are outmuscledby more than 
three rebounds a game, and make 
71 percent of their free throws. 


The last time two schools were 
unbeaten heading into the post- 
season was 1978-79, when Larry 
Bird’s Indiana State and Alcorn 
State did it. 

No one has gone all the way to 
an NCAA title without a loss since 
Bob Knight coached Indiana to a 
32-0 mark and the 197b champi- 
onship.

FILM I “Welcome to Mooseport” is 
the Howard Dean of Hollywood, 
holding all the cards to succeed, 
then stumbling at show time. 

It sounds like a splendid com- 
edy ticket: Gene Hackman as an 
enormously popular president 
who leaves office, retires to his 
summer home in a sleepy Maine 
town and blunders into a mayoral 
race against a local plumber (Ray 
Romano). 

Yet “Welcome to Mooseport” 
withers and dies. Director Donald 
Petrie’s pacing is sluggish and the 
script is awkwardly constructed 
and plain not funny. 

Hackman plays President 
Monroe “Eagle” Cole, who relo- 
cates to his vacation home in 
Mooseport, where he plans to write 
his memoirs and sift through lucra- 
tive book, speaking and corporate 
board offers. 

Into Monroe’s life comes hard- 
ware store owner Handy Harrison 
(Romano), hired to fix the ex-pres- 


ident’s toilet. Handy’s a sweetheart 
of a man whose chief failing is he 
cannot commit to longtime girl- 
friend Sally (Marua Tierney), a 
veterinarian. 

The movie clunkily orchestrates 
scenarios that turn Monroe and 
Handy into fierce rivals: Monroe 
inexplicably agreeing to city elders’ 
request that he run for mayor; 


Handy filing for the mayor’s 
race (also inexplicably); Handy’s 
determination to stay in the cam- 
paign after Monroe asks Sally on 
a date. 

The gags and jokes fall flat, and 
“Mooseport” lumbers along at far 
too leisurely a pace (a golf match 
between the two candidates drags 
on to interminable lengths). 


Like candidates who keep 
mouthing winner’s talk even as they 
plummet in the polls, the actors do 
their best with the weak material. 
Their energy and enthusiasm make 
you want to like the film.

Publishers vs. Peddlers 


COMMERCE I For David Shanks, 
CEO of Penguin Group, the logic 
is simple: If a potential customer 
is surfing the publisher’s Web site, 
why direct him to a bookstore? Why 
not just sell the book directly from 
the site? 

But for many retailers, the logic 
is equally as simple: When publish- 
ers sell straight to the public, book- 
stores lose. 

Last month. Penguin began 
selling about 200 titles through 
its Web site and hopes to expand 
to the entire catalog. 

Booksellers are criticizing 
Penguin, but other publishers had 
already been selling popular books 
from their own Web sites, includ- 
ing W.W. Norton and Rodale Press, 
publisher of the million-selling “The 
South Beach Diet.” 

Scholastic, Inc. angered retail- 
ers last spring when it sold “Harry

Potter and the Order of the Phoenix” 
directly to students at school fairs. 
But the publisher’s Web site offers 
direct sales of Harry Potter and 
other Scholastic books. 

Retailers say that instead of 
claiming the sales for themselves, 
publisher Web sites should offer 
links to stores. 

Scholastic has no link to book- 
stores, while Norton includes a link 
directly under the tab for purchas- 
ing from the publisher. Penguin also 
offers a link, under a tab that reads 
“How to Order.” 

“In the old days, these publish- 
ers would have simply referred cus- 
tomers to a bookstore,” Michael 
Powell, owner of Powell’s Books, 
in Portland, Ore., said. 

“But that civility has gone by the 
boards. What they’re saying now is 
they’ll capture any customer if they
